Student board

Pendleton County emergency personnel responded to the scene of a one-vehicle, injury accident at 1:44 
p.m. Friday, June 20 after a Falmouth man failed to stop after coming down Shoemaker Hill and crashed 
into a backhoe in the parking lot of Licking River Campground & Bait Shop. Philip Wiggins, 73, operating 
a 1994 Mazda truck, was traveling south on Hwy 159 when he proceeded through the stop sign at the 
intersection of Hwy 22 East, crossed over the roadway and entered the bait shop parking lot, striking the 
backhoe head-on. Wiggins was estimated to be traveling at a speed of around 55 mph and moved the piece 
of heavy equipment several feet into a tree. According to police reports, the man may have been possibly 
having medical problems before the crash. Emergency personnel worked to free Wiggins from the truck 
and he was airlifted to University Medical Center in Cincinnati with what appeared to be severe facial and 
head injuries. His current condition is unknown as of press time. Pendleton County E.M.S., the Falmouth 
Fire Department and the Falmouth Police Department responded to the scene. Officer Greg Spaulding 
worked the accident.

Hammer Strength celebrates 
25 years of business in Falmouth

The inventor/founding 
father, the head of the par¬ 
ent company, administra¬ 
tors, the local management 
team and the 100 Hammer 
Strength plant employees 
celebrated 25 years of suc¬ 
cessful business on June 2, 
2014 at 188 Hammer Drive 
in Falmouth, Kentucky. 

In 1970 Dr. Scholl Inc. 
began manufacturing shoes 
in the same plant where 
Hammer Strength now 
produces 90 different types 
of body building machines. 

In 1979 Dr. Scholl was 
acquired by the Shearing- 
Plough Corporation. In late 
1981 Shearing-Plough, 
unable to deal with foreign 
competition, closed the 
plant. By April of 1982 the 
plant was converted to a 


warehouse and distribution 
center. In 1985 the distri¬ 
bution center was closed. 

Then in 1988 with the 
help of his friends and 
financial partners, Pete 
Brown and Kim Wood of 
the Cincinnati Bengals, 
Gary A. Jones acquired the 
empty plant. In 1989 the 
plant, which now housed a 
new company called Ham¬ 
mer Strength, began to 
produce machines that 
helped the human body to 
become healthier and 
stronger. In 1997 Mr. Jones 
sold the thriving business 
to the Brunswick Corpora¬ 
tion, the parent company 
of Life Fitness. Brunswick, 
among other things, makes 
marine engines, boats, 
bowling balls, and billiard 
products. Life Fitness is 
best known for cardiovas¬ 


cular machines such as 
treadmills, stair climbers, 
stationary bikes and ellipti¬ 
cals. 

Twenty-five years after 
Gary A. Jones created 
Hammer Strength the com¬ 
pany has succeeded beyond 
anyone’s most far-fetched 
fantasy. The Hammer 
Strength plant sits high on 
a hill, like a magic palace 
within an enchanted forest, 
achieving things that seem 
almost impossible. 

Since 1989 Hammer 
Strength workers have pro¬ 
duced over 381,000 units 
of strength training equip¬ 
ment that has been sold in 
120 countries around the 
world. 

The people in Falmouth 
and in the surrounding 
community are proud of 
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Grant County veteran's remains return

Dorothy Gordon Gay- 
heart clutched an enhanced 
color photograph of her 
baby brother tightly in her 
worn, wrinkled hands as 
she intently studied anoth¬ 
er photograph and diagram 
of his remains. Tears 
sprang to her weathered, 
but sharp eyes as she 
looked at him for the first 
time since he left Grant 
County when he joined the 
Korean War as a soldier. 

Paul Marshall Gordon 
went missing in January 
1951, but his family never 
gave up hope as they spent 
60 years waiting for him to 
come home. His remains 
were removed from 
Hawaii and returned to 
Williamstown on Tuesday, 
June 17 for a burial with 
full military honors in the 
Kentucky Veterans Ceme¬ 
tery North.

Negotiations between 
the United States and 
North Korea in recent 
years have resulted in field 
investigation and excava¬ 
tion teams being allowed 
into North Korea to search 
for the remains of missing 
service members. In 1999, 
the military took DNA 
samples from Paul’s living 
siblings, Artha Gordon and 
Gayheart, to aid in identi¬ 
fying Paul. 

After receiving 15 
boxes of remains, the mili¬ 
tary began the long, ardu¬ 
ous process of piecing the 
remains together. In 2010, 
the military was able to 
positively identify Paul’s 
remains using DNA tech¬ 
nology, but did not notify 


the family until last month 
that their brother and uncle 
had been entombed at the 
Punch Bowl Cemetery in 
Hawaii since 1992. 

“My father died not 
knowing he had been 
found, but he told us what 
he wanted us to do if they 
ever found him,” said 
Paula Gordon, Paul’s 
niece, who was named for 
her uncle. 

Last week, three mem¬ 
bers of the military from 
Ft. Knox met with the 
Gordon family to brief 
them on what had been 
pieced together about 
Paul’s last days and how 
he came to be in Hawaii.

Emerson McGee honored at Stough 
Memorial Dedication Ceremony 


Best Case Parm held a Memorial Dedi¬ 
cation for a former landowner and Civil 
War veteran Emerson McGee on Sunday, 
May 25. The McGee family plot is located 
on Mark Haley Rd. on a corner of Best 
Case Farm, LLC. 

2014 marks the 150th anniversary of 
Emerson McGee joining the 109th Col¬ 
ored Troops out of Louisville. After the 
war, Emerson and his family settled in 
Pendleton County on 250 acres of land. 
He also owned property in Bracken Coun¬ 
ty. Part of Emerson McGee’s farm in now 
owned by Michael and Barbara Stough. 

The Stoughs discovered the McGee 
family plot. They had the cemetery cleared 
and fenced with a decorative black, wrought 
iron. Their employees maintain the plot 
weekly. 

Barbara Stough researched the McGee 
family and found several members who 
were raised here in Pendleton County. One 
daughter and two sons of Eddie McGee, 
the well-known town mechanic, were pres¬ 
ent for the dedication. 

While speaking with one of his sons, 
Billy McGee, said, “It was like growing up 
in Mayberry. My dad was well-liked and 
respected. Folks came from three counties 
over to have my dad work on their cars. My 
uncle was the town barber, Willie, and 


everyone came to him for a haircut.” 

“We didn’t know about racism,” McGee 
continued. “We were part of the commu¬ 
nity and treated the same as everyone else. 
Pendleton County was a great place to 
grow up.” 

Eddie McGee’s son, Chipper, a lifelong 
Pendleton County resident, was present 
even though he is now in a VA nursing 
home. Stough has offered to pay for a 
medical van to bring Chipper to the cere¬ 
mony next year. 

Other extended family members were 
present for the dedication, prepared and 
presented by Mike Stough at the McGee 
family cemetery. Also present was a trum¬ 
pet player, who played taps after the dedi¬ 
cation, from a hidden location in the 
woods next to the ceremony. After that, the 
109th American Legion Post of Falmouth 
did a three volley twenty-one gun salute 
with six members and an active duty Navy 
Airmen home on leave. 

The Stoughs invited the guests and 
family members to a luncheon on another 
part of their farm after the service was com¬ 
plete. This was the second of three dedica¬ 
tions to represent the three years of the 
Civil War.

Therefore, when do 
material things become a 
negative in our lives? I sug¬ 
gest when they get out-of- 
balance, or to put it more 
simply, when we put our 
faith in them to the detri¬ 
ment of spiritual values. 
Please consider the follow¬ 
ing examples of where 
things got in the way of a 
more spiritual, fulfilling life. 

I was sweet on a high 
school cheerleader, but she 
fell for an older man who 
had gone north of the Ohio 
River, made a lot of money 
and bought a large, late 
model car. I was in a class at 
Lees College when the pro¬ 
fessor asked the girls, “What 
would you look for in a 
man to date?” The first 
response I remember was, 
“A nice car.” I did not own a 
car until I was a senior in 
college, a car I bought for 
150 dollars and found that 
it had sawdust in the trans¬ 
mission. Fortunately, I mar¬ 
ried a woman who saw 
beyond the surface of mate¬ 
rial things 

Joe Creason, a reporter 
for the Louisville Courier 
Journal, wrote many years 
past of visiting some fami¬ 
lies in the eastern Kentucky 
coal fields during a coal 
boom. He visited a palatial 
home with a swimming 
pool at the mouth of a hol¬ 
low. A daughter came from 
her bedroom wearing blue 
jeans and a mink jacket. She 


argued with her father, got 
into a corvette and scratched 
off the driveway on her way 
to high school. Joe said he 
sensed tension between the 
husband and wife. 

Joe then went up the 
long winding hollow near 
its headwaters and found a 
modest home with a big 
front porch overlooking a 
huge garden. An older man 
in bib overalls sat in a rock¬ 
ing chair with a couple of 
kids curled on his lap. The 
mother appeared in the 
doorway, barefooted, with a 
broom in hand. Joe said 
that he stayed over an hour 
and saw nothing but love 
among this family of mod¬ 
est means. Joe closed his 
write-up with the question, 
“When does a house 
become a home?” 

I was about 12, sitting in 
the darkened recesses of the 
Elkatawa Post Office when I 
saw my father walking 
down Highway 52 toward a 
small farm he had pur¬ 
chased near where the Elka¬ 
tawa Free Methodist 
Church is today. One of the 
men said, “There goes a 
smart man.” The other man 
said, “Yeah, I guess so, but 
he ain’t got no money!” 

I told my golfing bud¬ 
dies that I had heard of a 
family in eastern Kentucky 
who had left a 75 million 
dollar estate, but that their 
children did not speak to 
each other. Would you take 
75 million dollars and not 
have your children speak to 
each other? One said, “No, 
family values are more 
important to me than 
money.” The other said, “75 
million dollars is a lot of 
money; I’ll need to think 
about this some more before 
I give you an answer.” 

If the love of money and 
material things have their 
shortcomings in providing 
meaning and happiness in 
our lives, what are some 
spiritual values that can give 
us purpose and fulfillment? 
I suggest that faith, family, 
and friends are three to 


begin with. 

Faith, particularly Chris¬ 
tianity, is an anchor to our 
spirit in times of deep dis¬ 
tress and otherwise. Our 
youth today is growing up 
with cataclysmic value 
change without much 
awareness of what’s right 
and wrong. They are like a 
wooden ship without an 
anchor on a storm-tossed 
ocean trip. I read recently 
where there had been 70 
shootings in the public 
schools since Sandy Hook 
in 2012. I remember going 
thru high school and the 
worst incident we had was a 
fist fight and most of the 
student body did not see it. 

Family values are as 
much or more spiritual than 
they are material, although 
it takes a lot of money to see 
children educated. And, we 
have a President who will 
not defend the Defense of 
Marriage Act. And, there 
are many forces of evil that 
would like to destroy the 
traditional family. But it is a 
unit ordained of God, and 
it is under attack as never 
before in our nation. 

Janice and I are proud of 
our two sons, the ladies 
whom they married, and 
our grandchildren. Janice 
and I will turn over in our 
grave if any person involved 
in either marriage allows 
someone to intrude and 
damage or destroy what 
God has ordained for five 
precious grandchildren! 

Friends: How impor¬ 
tant? I was golfing with an 
old nemesis recently, a 
friend who likes to make 
fun of us oldies taking the 
game too seriously. He said, 
“Collins, this money thing 
is over-rated (He has done 
quite well financially!). 
About all I’m interested in 
now are my friends and 
making a four-foot putt!” 

Among other spiritual 
values are: love; apprecia¬ 
tion of music and art and 
beauty; and bird watching. 
None of these can be bought 
with money! 


Citizen speaks out in regards to inner city chickens 


Dear Editor, 

I am writing this letter to 
inform the Falmouth com¬ 
munity of a new city ordi¬ 
nance regarding keeping 
chickens within city limits 
(Ordinance #2013-130.40). 
I thought the ordinance was 
still being debating and I 
was not aware that it was in 
effect until our newest Ani¬ 
mal Control Officer, Julie 
Sandy, brought it to my 
attention on Wednesday. It 
was implied that I could still 
keep my chickens if I com¬ 
pleted an application along 
with a fee for a 25 dollar 
permit, which may be 
renewable annually upon 
her discretion. However, 
upon further study, I found 
that I, in fact cannot keep 
my chickens in city limits 
because mine are not part of 
“an approved 4-H pro¬ 
gram.” My chickens are 
used for egg consumption 
and as pets. Although I do 
not have roosters, which 
crow, and my (carefully 
selected) heritage breed 
chickens are very docile, I 
was told that mine have 
been a nuisance and were 
reported. Therefore, I will 
take this time to apologize 
to anyone who might have 
been troubled by the few 
birds I have. I will also 
inform anyone interested 
that I will be getting rid of 
“my girls” within the week 
and they will no longer pose 


a problem. 

I would like to take this 
time also to point out what 
a shame it is that we live in 
a community that does not 
promote the idea of “back¬ 
yard chickens.” Chickens 
have various personalities 
and can be quite comical as 
they interact with each 
other or even with us 
humans. They are just as 
educational for adults as 
they are for children. It has 
been great pleasure to know 
that my family, friends and 
neighbors have had the 
opportunity to eat healthy 
eggs produced from my 
healthy chickens in a healthy 
environment. I suppose the 
city has decided that they’d 
rather promote buying 
questionable eggs from gro¬ 
cery stores. I suppose they 
must also be promoting 
financial discrimination 
since everyone in the city 
who might have enjoyed 
having their own chickens 
for egg or food production 
might not be able to afford 
the renewable fee or the 
ridiculous violation charges. 
But, perhaps that is the 
point for some. I am not 
sure. It makes no sense to 
me that they’d encourage 
children to learn about rais¬ 
ing chickens when, as 
adults, they won’t be per¬ 
mitted to do so here. 

I applaud that so much 
effort has been put toward 


the epidemic of chicken 
farming in the city. Perhaps, 
now everyone can really 
concentrate on those 
“minor” topics that may 
have been put on the back 
burner until this has been 
settled. 

For anyone else who 
may be interested in the 
idea of backyard chickens 
(just as an idea since you are 
not allowed here), I suggest 
you do a little research. You 
will soon learn how healthy, 
enjoyable, and acceptable it 
may be to have a handful of 
“girls” in your very own 
backyard. Neighboring cit¬ 
ies such as Augusta, Ft. 
Thomas (ord # 0-09-2011 
in Ch. 11), Lexington (state 
ref, KRS ch. 246), Alexan¬ 
dria (Chapter 90) and I 
believe even Crestview Hills 
allow chickens within their 
city limits. The University 
of Kentucky’s College of 
Agriculture has even includ¬ 
ed copies on their website of 
recent publications regard¬ 
ing urban poultry. Perhaps 
our local extension office 
can provide information on 
such publications or you 
may be able to contact the 
college directly. Maybe 
someday Falmouth will 
decide that backyard chick¬ 
ens aren’t such a bad idea 
after all. Until then, I wish 
you all well and good luck.

Pendleton County’s 
hometown Major League 
Baseball star, Nathan Andrew 
“Nate” Jones, is in his third 
season as a relief pitcher with 
the Chicago White Sox. 
Below are brief details of his 
in-game activities for the 
week ending June 22, 2014. 

Jones has been on the 
White Sox disabled list (DL) 
since April 4 due to a herni¬ 
ated disc in his lower spine 
area that required microdis¬ 
cectomy surgery on May 5. 
This past week was a con¬ 
tinuation of positive progress 
in his rehabilitation efforts to 
get back to active duty. He 
was permitted to join his 
Major League teammates for 
their three-city, 11-game 
road trip to continue his 
rehab work, beginning 
Thursday, June 19, in Min¬ 
neapolis. 

According to Scott Mer- 
kin, a reporter on the White 
Sox webpage, Jones said, “I 


feel part of the team again, 
getting to watch the team on 
the field instead of on TV, so 
that’s pretty awesome. I’m 
lad to get to this point 
ecause it means I’m throw¬ 
ing the baseball. We’re get¬ 
ting closer, that’s for sure, 
I’m still increasing my work¬ 
load and the amount of new 
things I’m doing. So it’s real¬ 
ly day to day. Increasing my 
exercises and see how I react 
the next day. If all goes well, 
we’re going to increase the 
workload.” 

Merkin also reported 
Jones has increased his 
sprints up to 120 feet, and 
throwing wise, he’s back to 
140 or 150 feet making 15 
throws. He also gets to throw 
10-to-15 pitches on flat 
ground. “It’s all fastballs,” 
Jones said, “But it’s going 
well.” 

If all continues to go 
well, including upcoming 
bullpens and rehab assign¬ 


ments, Jones hopes for a late 
July or early August return. 
He stressed that was pure 
conjecture on his part.

Accident claims life of Mason County deputy

An accident on Ken¬ 
tucky 9, the AA Highway, 
in Mason County has 
claimed the life of Mason 
County Sheriff’s Deputy 
Darren Hull. 

The accident occurred 
around 5 p.m. in Thursday, 
June 19 in the area of Barry 
Road and involved two pas¬ 
senger vehicles and the 
motorcycle Hull was driv¬ 
ing. 

Mason County Sheriff 
Patrick Boggs said Thursday 
night around 8:50 p.m., he 
could not provide details 
about the accident, due to 
the fact the investigation is 
being conducted by the 
Kentucky State Police. 
Boggs said KSP is handling 
the investigation because a 
member of his department 


was involved. 

Boggs confirmed Hull 
was off duty when the acci¬ 
dent occurred. 

Hull had been a member 
of the Mason County Sher¬ 
iff's Department for nearly 
8 years, Boggs said. He had 
previous law enforcement 
experience with the Flem- 
ingsburg and Maysville 
Police Departments and had 
served with the Maysville 
Fire Department. He also 
served with the U.S. Army. 

Hull, 49, leaves behind 
his wife, Tina, and two sons, 
Christopher, a sheriff's dep¬ 
uty with the Boone County 
Sheriff's Office, and Devin, 
a sheriff's deputy with the 
Mason County Sheriff's 
Office. 

"He was very proud of 
his service in the Army and 
with the cities and counties 
he served. He loved to wear 


the uniform and help peo¬ 
ple," Boggs said. 

Struggling with his emo¬ 
tions at the loss of his 
employee and friend, Boggs 
referred to Hull as "a friend 
of the brother." 

"He was somebody you 
could count on, he was 
always there when I needed 
him," said Boggs. 

Boggs said members of 
his department are devas¬ 
tated at the loss of their co¬ 
worker and will stay with 
Hull's body over the next 
days and through the funer¬ 
al ceremonies. 

Reports of other indi¬ 
viduals being injured in the 
accident and transported to 
Meadowview Regional 
Medical Center could not 
be confirmed as of press 
time, because KSP had not 
released information to local 
media outlets.

Paul’s sister in a semi-circle 
around the military personnel 
in the youth center at Sherman 
Baptist Church. 

“We weren’t able to get the 
official personnel file but we 
did try to find additional docu¬ 
ments from our file, but a lot 
of the historical documents 
have been lost,” said Jeanette 
Bogle, a senior mortuary affairs 
specialist. But Paul’s family, 
especially his mother, faithfully 
kept, now faded newspaper 
clippings each time a list of 
Prisoners Of War (POW) or 
Missing In Action (MIA) were 
released. Each clipping and let¬ 
ter from the army through the 
years reminded the family the 
military was still looking for 
Paul, were lovingly placed in a 
photo album. “All these news 
clippings you’ve got are great,” 
Bogle told the Gordon family, 
as she looked through them, as 
well as photos of Paul and his 
family. 

The family was also given a 
CD and bound copy of the 
documents the army was able 
to piece together concerning 
Paul. 

“It is not uncommon with 
conflicts for soldiers to become 
missing and years later other 
prisoners are released and they 
tell us they saw him here or 
there,” said Bogle. The Gordon 
family learned that Paul’s unit 
came under heavy fire while 
trying to gain control in Korea 
and were forced to withdraw. 
When the unit attempted to 
re-group, 33 members, includ¬ 
ing Paul were missing. “There 
were no eye witnesses so they 
reported him missing because 
they didn’t have any informa¬ 
tion,” Bogle said. 

Following the end of the 
Korean War, the U.S. and 
Korean government worked 
out three different exchanges 
of wounded, injured and dead, 
but Bogle said Paul’s remains

were not found then. During 
Operation Glory, Bogle said 
Korea agreed to return 4,023 
sets of remains. Of those 1,868 
were determined to be Ameri¬ 
can and only 848 were posi¬ 
tively identified and sent to the 
National Cemetery of the 
Pacific in Hawaii. “We are 
working to get those remains 
disinterred because now DNA 
testing allows us to identify 
them,” Bogle said. 

Between 1990 through 1994, 
the U.S. received 208 crates of 
remains from Korea. 

In May 1992, the Peoples 
Republic of Korea turned over 
15 crates of remains to the 
U.S. government and parts of 
Paul’s remains were found in 
all 15 of those boxes, William 
Cox, also a senior mortuary 
affairs specialist said. “Anthro¬ 
pologists, once opening the 
boxes, realized the remains had 
been co-mingled,” Cox said. 
“We believe 400 guys are rep¬ 
resented in those boxes so 
there’s always a possibility of 
more coming back because of 
the way they did the boxes. It’s 
like three puzzles being thrown 
on the floor and you’re told to 
put them together.” 

The military was able to 
identify 37 different individu¬ 
als from the 15 boxes. “What 
we do know from the 15 boxes 
is that all those remains came 
from the same province in 
North Korea,” Bogle said. Paul 
Gordon makes the 38th soldier 
identified from that group. 

Portions of his skull, arm 
bones and both leg bones were 
recovered. “It is not a complete 
set, but a pretty decent amount 
of remains that have been 
recovered,” Bogle said. 

As Dorothy viewed the 
photos of her long, lost broth¬ 
er, tears seeped from her eyes. 
Paula quietly crossed the room 
and kissed her mother’s fore¬ 
head. It is possible that more of 
Paul’s remains could be located 
in Hawaii and if they are recov-

ered, the family has requested 
they be returned to Grant 
County and buried with these 
initial remains. The family’s 
other option would have been 
to have them buried at sea with 
military honors. 

After the military reached 
out to the Gordon family to 
ask for DNA samples from 
Artha and Dorothy, they were 
able to positively identify the 
remains as Paul’s. “We found 
out that Dorothy’s DNA wasn’t 
a common strain of DNA and 
there were only nine other ser¬ 
vicemen that had this type of 
DNA,” said Bogle. “Which is 
why we ran Artha’s DNA and 
got an exact match so we were 
able to say without a doubt this 
is Paul Gordon.” Bogle said 
when the Central Identifica¬ 
tion Lab believes they have a 
hit on remains, they follow up 
with an outside lab to deter¬ 
mine a positive match. 

Much of the problem of 
identifying lost and missing 
soldiers in Korea occurs 
because the Korean govern¬ 
ment did not keep records of 
their prisoners. The army was 
able to determine that Paul 
died from an illness, based on 
interviews conducted with 
some of his fellow prisoners as 
they were rescued or released. 

“The actual date that his 
unit retreated and was cap¬ 
tured, it was about 20 degrees 
out, there was snow on the 
round with a sharp wind 
lowing, so the conditions 
were not good and it was hard 
on the soldiers,” said Bogle, 
referring to a report by a U.S. 
engineer unit in Korea. 

The Gordon family learned 
that Paul was in the infantry 
but also may have helped cook 
for the unit. “I always heard he 
was a cook,” Dorothy said. “It 
sounds like him to make cakes 
for the troops.’ 

“Did he do that at home?” 
Bogle asked. 

“When mom would let 
him,” Dorothy answered. 

Dorothy signed the official 
documents accepting the mili¬ 
tary’s findings and her brother’s 
remains. When the family 
decided on a date for the 
funeral, Paul was brought with 
a military escort to Grant 
County. 

He was escorted all the way 
from Hawaii to Kentucky and 
given a dignified, plain site 
honors at the Cincinnati Air¬ 
port. Bogle said, “We consider 


him just like a current day sol¬ 
dier. He died on active service 
and we’re going to honor that.” 

The family is also being 
assisted by Sgt. First Class Jad 
Davis, of Corinth. 

“You get closure and you 
get to bring Paul home and 
give him a proper burial,” 
Bogle said. 

Merle Simpson waited 60 
years for his buddy, Paul Mar¬ 
shall Gordon, to make it back 
to Grant County. “It means 
everything to be here today 
because he’s coming home,” 
said Simpson, now a resident 
of Greensburg, Indiana. 

Paul’s family and friends 
waited patiently in the hot sun 
on Tuesday as his remains 
arrived from Atlanta with a full 
military escort. 

They had all been waiting and 
hoping that the day would 
come when they could return 
the Grant County native and 
Korean War casualty home for 
a proper burial. They’ll get that 
opportunity when Gordon’s 
funeral takes place at 11 a.m. 
on Friday, June 20 at Sherman 
Baptist Church. 

Paul wasn’t old enough to 
join the military, but did it 
anyway. He went missing after 
his unit came under heavy fire 
while trying to gain control in 
Korea. The unit, H Company, 
2nd Battilion, 38th Infantry 
Regiment, had to withdraw 
and when they re-grouped 33 
members, including Paul, were 
unaccounted for. Paul remained 
classified as MIA (Missing In 
Action) and was later re-classi- 
fied as a POW (Prisoner Of 
War), a fact his family learned 
a few months ago when the 
military came to Grant County 
for a de-briefing. At the meet¬ 
ing, Dorothy Gordon Gay- 
heart, Paul’s only remaining 
sibling, signed off to accept her 
brother’s remains so that he 
could be returned to his home¬ 
town for burial. 

Gayheart lay her weathered 
hands gently on the back of the 
hearse where Paul’s casket was 
placed when it arrived at the 
Northern Kentucky/Greater 
Cincinnati International Air¬ 
port at 10:52 a.m. on June 17. 

His oldest friend, Simpson, 
said he and Paul were starting 
guards on the Crittenden High 
School Basketball team. The 
two teenagers were inseparable. 
“He and I were close,” Simp¬ 
son said. “We were always 
together.” Simpson said Paul

was easy going and fun to be 
around. 

“I never saw him mad,” 
Simpson said. “He was just one 
of the nicest guys.” He recalled 
one basketball game in Owen 
County when Paul had the ball 
and a much larger player on 
the opposing team knocked 
him down attempting to take 
the ball away. 

“I mean he completely flat¬ 
tened him,” Simpson said. “We 
got Paul off the floor and he 
took his free throw, but he 
wasn’t upset about it and he 
probably should have been.” 

The childhood friends even 
enlisted together. Simpson 
went to leadership school while 
Paul decided not to. Before 
being shipped to Okinawa, 
Simpson made a stop at Ft. 
Lewis, Texas to visit his lifelong 
friend. “We had a grand time,” 
Simpson said, laughing about 
the fun the two men shared. 

When Simpson learned 
that his buddy was missing, he 
didn’t know what to think. “It 
just chilled me. I thought 
maybe there was hope they 
would find him,” Simpson 
said. 

After Simpson’s military 
service was over, he visited 
Paul’s mother, who told him 
that the family had been told 
that Paul might have escaped 
from the POW camp and 
they’d send more information 
later. 

Paul’s parents, Doll and 
Urie Gordon, as well as his 
siblings passed down his 
story to their children and 
children’s children in hopes 
that Paul would some day be 
brought home. 

Darla Barber, of Muncie, 
Indiana, is the daughter of 
Paul’s oldest sister, Evaline 
Sydnor. She grew up hearing 


stories about Uncle Paul. 

“I was little, sitting on my 
grandma’s knee and she’d 
talk about Paul,” Barber said. 
“You don’t really think about 
those stories until you get 
older. Boy, I sure wish my 
mom was here for this day.” 

Paula Gordon, who is 
named for her uncle, said her 
father, Aurtha Ray Gordon, 
never gave up hope that he 
would be able to bury Paul 
before he passed. 

“You always think your little 
brother is something great. It 
is something that leaves a 
void you just can’t close. I 
just want to get his bones and 
bury him before I die. I got a 
plot for him up in the ceme¬ 
tery,” Aurtha said when he 
was asked by the military to 
give a DNA sample to help 
identify Paul’s remains. 

Mickey Sanders traveled 
from Port Orchard, Washing¬ 
ton for her uncle’s funeral. “I 
was just two months old when 
he was captured,” she said. “I 
wouldn’t have missed this 
day.” 

Sanders is Aurtha’s 
daughter, making her Paul’s 
oldest niece. Her grandson 
was born just a couple of 
weeks ago. “It’s fitting that 
our newest family member 
was just born and we’re now 
laying Paul to rest,” she said. 

Sanders named her daugh¬ 
ter after Paul so his memory 
would live on. “He’s never 
been forgotten,” she said, 
describing herself as a “tough, 
old bird.” 

“It was such a miracle that 
he was found and brought 
back to us,” she said. “It was 
if a little weight was lifted off 
my heart, I think because my 
father was always worried 
that he’d never be found.”

Distracted driving affects all 


We live in a world with 
information readily avail¬ 
able at our fingertips 24/7. 
While this is a great conve¬ 
nience, it can be dangerous 
if you are behind the wheel. 
According to the U.S. 
Department of Transporta¬ 
tion, at any given second in 
the United States, an esti¬ 
mated 660,000 people are 
driving while using a cell 
phone or manipulating an 
electronic device. In 2012, 
over three thousand people 
died and around 420 thou¬ 
sand more were injured in 
automobile accidents 
involving a distracted driver. 
Distracted driving includes 
any action that takes your 
eyes off the road. While dis¬ 
tracted driving includes 
everything from cell phone 
use to grooming, texting is 
considered the most danger¬ 
ous act by far. When a per¬ 
son is texting, it requires 
visual, manual and cognitive 
attention. 

In Kentucky, it is against 
the law for drivers to text 
while behind the wheel. The 
state has also banned all cell 
phone use for novice drivers 
and bus drivers. 

Even if you’re not 


responding or composing a 
text, reading one can be just 
as dangerous. It takes the 
average person five seconds 
to read a text message. Dur¬ 
ing that five seconds, if the 
person is driving 55 miles 
per hour, they could drive 
the length of a football field 
without paying attention to 
the road and traffic around 
them. 

The best way to prevent 
distracted driving is not to 
do it and encourage your 
family members and friends 
to limit their cell phone 
usage while they are driving. 
If you are tempted, turn 
your cell phone off when 
you get in the drivers seat or 
put it in a compartment in 
your vehicle that you can’t 
reach. 

If you are a parent of a 
beginning driver, remind 
them that if a cop finds 
them texting or talking 
while behind the wheel, it 
could delay them getting 
their license or cause their 
license to be suspended.

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Exciting leadership opportunities 
exist for young 4-H members 


Our young people are the 
future leaders and decision 
makers of the nation. 4-H 
offers its members prime 
opportunities to explore and 
engage in leadership roles. By 
participating in a leadership 
role, young people can devel¬ 
op critical thinking, commu¬ 
nication and life skills that 
will aid them in making 
future decisions. 

Many leadership experi¬ 
ences are geared toward older 
youth, but younger youth 
also have the opportunity to 
become leaders early in their 
4-H career. 

Two of the most presti¬ 
gious leadership roles include 
becoming a delegate to either 
the National 4-H Confer¬ 
ence in Washington, D.C., 
or the National 4-H Con¬ 
gress in Atlanta. At the 
National 4-H Conference, 
youth join extension profes¬ 
sionals and adult volunteer 
leaders to discuss ways 4-H 
can better serve young peo¬ 
ple on local and national 
levels. Recommendations 
from the conference are 
shared with the Secretary of 
Agriculture, national exten¬ 
sion leaders and those 
involved with 4-H program¬ 
ming. Four delegates from 
Kentucky are selected every 
year. During the National

State 4-H officers 
serve as ambassadors for 
Kentucky 4-H. 4-H mem¬ 
bers elect state officers each 
June during Teen Confer¬ 
ence, and those officers serve 
until the end of the next 
year’s conference. The 4-H 
officers serve in leadership 
roles in State 4-H Teen 
Council, and past members 
often are invited to serve as 
advisers to the following 
year’s council and officers.

Youth discuss 
ways in which they can have 
a positive impact on com¬ 
munity issues and develop 
plans that they will imple¬ 
ment when they return 
home. Young people who 
attend the 4-H Teen Confer¬ 
ence can participate in a wide 
range of activities designed to 
help improve their leadership 
and communication abilities 
including workshops, tracks, 
tours, college visits and issues 


4-H has many clubs and 
groups in which young peo¬ 
ple can assume leadership 
roles.
